were on board of the Franklin, on their way 
from Boston to this city. He expressed a deep 
interest for the mission, and gave a donation to 
Mr. Jones.—At the usual hour, Mr. A., with the 
other passengers, retired to their births. But at 
2 o'clock this morning, Mr. A. got up, dressed 
himself hastily, and went to several births, ask- 
ing the occupants. ** Was it you who have cir- 
culated the report of a combination egainst Mr. 
Adame?’ He then went upon deck, and con- 
tinued to traverse it for some time. And at about 
4 o'clock thie morning his hat was found on 
deck, just forward of the wheel-house. His 
cloak also was found on deck. It is strange, 
under these circumstances, that the unfortunate 
young gentleman was not watched, and the ca- 
tastrophe prevented.—This melancholy bereav-

SLAVE TRADE. 

This horrid and detestable traffic in human 
flesh, it appears by the last letters from Rio de 
Janeiro, has been prosecuted by the people 
of Brazil during the past year, with unremitted 
activity. It is eatimated by intelligent persons 
at Rio, that in the course of the year 1828, 
forty thousand slases were brought from Af- 
rica to Brazil!! In consequence of the deter- 
mination of the Emperor of Brazil to suspend 
tho importation of slaves entirely after the 
present year, extraordinary efforts continued 
to be made by the traders, to avail themselves 
of the existing privileges. The demand for 
specie, for the purchase of slaves, had conse- 
quently been very great, and this is one of the 
reasons assigned for the continued depreciation 
of the currency of Brazil. 


The City of New Orleans bas been thrown 
into great excitement by an order of the Go- 
vernor of Louisiana to the Sheriff of New Or- 
leans, to discontinue the practice of working 
the state conviets on the public streets. This 
course, it is alleged, has been adopted by his 
Excellency, for the ae of screening the 
Murderer of Mrs. Flood, Gavanare, who is 
connected with one of the most re«pectable 
families in the State. The papers withoat re- 
ard to party, denounces the Governor's con- 
Secs in the most indignant terms—the city au- 
thorities have remonstrated against it, and a 
public meeting of the citizens was called for 
the purpose of taking the subject mto con- 
sideration. 

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

It appears by statistical tables, published in 

the Washington papers, that the imports into the 


| United States during the year ending on the 30th 


of September, 1828, amounted to $88,509,824. 
Of this sum $41,927,792 was imported into New 
York. The exports for the same period have 
amounted to $72,264,686.—Of this sum $22,- 
747,649 were exported from New York. It 
would seem that there has been imported this 
year $16,245,206 more than has been exported.

The New Orleans Mercantile Advertiser of 
the 13th ult. contains a letter, dated Havana, 
April 2d, stating that an expedition would pro- 
ceed from that place for the reconquest of Mexi- 
co. Information had been received that twelve 
battalions of 1600 men each, were embarking at 
Cadiz for Cuba, and that the Captain General of 
that Island had received orders to place all the 
disposable force under the direction of Admiral 
Laborde, with orders to be off the Cape of San 
Antonio toward the last of May; 6000 foot would 
embark on board Laborde’s fleet, and the expe- 
dition from Spain would sail under the convoy 
of the Hero 74, and frigates Iberia and Perle. 





A late nuinber of the Pensacola Gazette gives 
an account of the arrest and trial of a man na- 
med Peter G. Wilhamson, for inhumanity to a 
female slave. Having absented herself in con- 
sequence of being sold to him against her wish, 
she was sought for by Williamson, and when 
found was tied behind a waggon by a chain fasten- 
od to her neck, and with her arms tied fast behind 
her.
